New  Headmaster  Is   Yale  Graduate, 
Instructor,  Coach,  and  House 

Master  at  Phillips  Academy 


Mr.  Marshall  B.  Dalton,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  announced  on  January  17 
that  Mr.  Valleau  Wilkie,  Jr.,  currently  an 
instructor  in  history  at  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  had  been  elected  Headmaster  of 
Governor  Dummer  effective  July  1,  1959,  to 
succeed  Dr.  Edward  W.  Eames,  who  will  re- 
tire after  a  29-year  term  of  office. 

Mr.  Wilkie,  thirty-five  years  old,  prepared 
for  college  at  Salisbury  School,  Salisbury, 
Connecticut,  and  earned  his  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  at  Yale  University  in  1948.  Later 
graduate  study  brought  him  a  master's  de- 
gree in  history  at  Harvard. 

At  Yale  Mr.  Wilkie  specialized  in  history, 
earning  a  place  on  the  Dean's  List  through- 
out his  junior  and  senior  years.  He  won  his 
major  letter  in  football  and  was  elected  to 
Delta   Kappa    Epsilon   and   Skull    and   Bones. 

His  college  career  was  interrupted  by  a 
three-year  tour  of  duty  as  an  Army  Air  Force 
bomber  pilot.  The  first  two  years  of  this 
period  he  spent  in  Texas,  Florida,  and  Eng- 
land; the  last  twelve  months  he  spent  as  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  Germany. 

Mr.  Wilkie  joined  the  faculty  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover  in  1948  and  is  now 
completing  his  tenth  year  there.  Besides 
teaching  history  and  serving  on  various  fac- 
ulty committees,  he  has  been  a  housemaster, 
an  assistant  coach  of  varsity  football,  and 
head  coach  of  varsity  baseball. 

The  Headmaster-Elect  is  married  to  the 
former  Marjorie  Hankin  of  Summit,  New 
Jersey,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke 
College.  They  have  two  children,  Janice, 
eleven  years  old,  and  Robert,  nine.  The  Wil- 
kies  are  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.

NEW  CINDER  TRACK  WILL 

BE  READY  FOR  1960  SEASON 


Construction  will  shortly  begin  on  Gov- 
ernor Dummer's  new  athletic  field  and  cinder 
track  estimated  to  cost  $100,000.  It  will  be 
ready  for  use  in  the  spring  of  1960. 

David  E.  Huggins  of  Greenwich,  Connec- 
ticut, member  of  the  class  of  1939,  together 
with  his  mother,  has  given  the  track  and  the 
enclosed  field  as  a  memorial  to  his  father, 
the  late  G.  Ellsworth  Huggins  of  Montclair, 
New  Jersey.  Mr.  Dunning  and  members  of 
the  athletic  department  have  had  the  help  of 


located  in  the  oval  beyond  the  end  zones 
and  will  be  constructed  of  an  asphalt  and 
fiber  material  which  provides  maximum  use- 
fulness under  all  weather  conditions,  and 
which  requires  minimum  maintenance. 

Track  has  been  a  popular  sport  at  the 
Academy  in  recent  years.  Running  on  a 
temporary  grass  surface,  the  Governors  have 
compiled  an  enviable  record  and  have  lost 
only  one  dual  meet  in  the  last  four  years. 
The  new  facility  will  be  encouragement  to  all 
future  teams  and  should  add  still  further  to 
the  popularity  of  the  sport  in  which  Mr. 
Huggins  excelled  in  his  days  as  a  student  at 
the  academy.  Mr.  Huggins  broke  the  all-time 
Governor  Dummer  record  in  the  high  jump 
in  1939  with  a  jump  of  5'  9l/2";  and  his 
record  stood  until  1953  when  it  was  broken 
by  Carl  Pescosolido.  Jr.  with  a  jump  of 
5'  lO1/^".  Pesky's  record  was  tied  in  the 
same  year  by  Hank  Moore;  and  still  later 
in  that  year  Nelson  Idler  set  the  present 
record  of  5'  11%". 

Mr.  Huggins  also  had  a  war  record  of 
which  his  school  and  his  classmates  are 
proud.  He  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Force 
in  1943,  completed  thirty-five  missions  as  a 
tail  gunner  in  a  B-17  Flying  Fortress,  and 
was  twice  decorated  for  "courage,  coolness, 
and  skill."'

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WRESTLING  TEAM  ENJOYS 

AN  UNDEFEATED  SEASON 


GOVERNORS  PLACE  SECOND 

IN  BASKETBALL  LEAGUE 


For  the  second  time  in  three  years  Mr. 
Evans  has  produced  an  undefeated  wres- 
tling team,  this  year  with  the  assistance  of 
Mr.  Marr.  The  team  was  exceptionally  well 
rounded  and  had  good  strength  in  all  weight 
classes. 

The  season  began  on  January  14  at  Browne 
and  Nichols  in  Cambridge.  With  only  four 
returning  lettermen  and  a  big  disadvantage 
in  the  upper  weights  because  of  the  new 
weight  system,  the  Governors  nevertheless 
pulled  into  high  gear  immediately  and  swept 
the  lower  weights  with  two  falls,  two  deci- 
sions, and  a  tie.  The  upper  weights  did 
almost  as  well,  although  Captain  Churchill 
lost  the  only  bout  of  the  day  by  a  3-4  de- 
cision to   Browne  and  Nichols*   captain.

After  a  one-sided  victory  over  Belmont
